Sew York, July 26.—(Special.]—They are 

_ g queer people, these Russian Jews. They’ 
‘fock together in curious communities and; 
‘be commercial instinct is developed among 
them to such an extent that they trade with 
each other. The push cart man on the cor- 
ner has none but Hebrew customers. No 
‘ ene of them seems Lo be engaged in any ‘pro- 
~ q@uctive industry with the exception of a few 

rs. 

Where the money comes from which is cir- 
culated among this community is more or 
‘ess of a mystery. Yet from the basement 
stores to the tops of the lofty tenements one 

ean find block after block of poor Russian 
Hebrews, every one of whom is law abiding 
and every one of whom seems destined to 
succeed in the world so far as commercial 
smuccens is concerned, 

J] bave gone into the homes of a number 
of these people, have talked to the men and 
to the women, have chaffed with the chil- 
éren, and have found on the w hole that these 
Russian Jews, although pitifully poor, have 
in them the making of excellent American 
eltixens. They do not seek charity, they are 
quite willing to work, and they seldom figure 
ip the reports of the police courts. 


Family Exists on Charity. 

Take the case, for instance, of Hannah 
Jaeger. She lives on East Sixth street, and 
her fainily would collapse entirely if it were 
not for the benefit of organized charity. She 
is a Hebrew, of course, and the family lives 
almost entirely upon the good offerings of 
outsiders. 

‘The father is afflicted with the most “ 
vated kind of rheumatism. He really can- 

not work at all. The rest of the family, is 
more than deficient in capacity for earning 
@ living. The'result is that the Montefiore 
home contributes to their support $5 every 

‘month. The Jewish Charity society adds $5 
more every thirty days. There are two 
lodges which between them pay in to the 
family treasury a sum of $6. 

Finally, there is this girl, Hannah, who is 
competent to earn $1.50 per week, or ap- 
proximately $6amonth. This means a total 
income -for the family of $22 a month, or an 
‘@verage of considerably less than $6 a wéek. 

Hannah does not like to go tO work. She 
ig essentially dull and evidently backward 


| in her studies. She can talk Yiddish with 


éxtreme fluency when she wants to, as I dis- 
covered when I visited the family hcme, but 
she is naturally reticent and more or less 
backward, according to the reports of her 
teachers. 

Once Buttonhole Maker. 

At one time she was working in a button- 
hole shop, where she earned an average of 
_ about $1 40 per week. She is now one of the 
’ geholarship students of the New York child 
labor committee, and never was a small 

* amount of money better employed in a char- 
Mable direction. This, therefore, is a case 
Where almost the entire support of the fami- 
ly comes from charitable sources. If this 
money were withdrawn there would be in- 
stant starvation or an appeal to the hard 
hearted charitable methods of the state, 
Which means a visit to the poorhouse, unde- 
Biable and hopeless poverty. 

Whenever one talks of the children of the 
inevitable poor he is met with the constant 
Meeponse that at all times they are ready 
t help their parents. In point of fact. the 
Condition of actual work ‘is a natural one 
for the children of the poor. Some of the 
youngest of them, the little girls especially, 
ate extraordinarily acute in the way they 
@Ze up their social and financial! condition. 
~“ When you are poor you must work,’’ is 
# cOmMmon response to ffiquiries directed to 
Mttle children, and often one hears the an- 
Swer, “ To eat Fou must work,’’ which seems 
timost as if it had been schooled into these 

‘Wttle children. 

“I help my mudder,” is the frequent dec- 
laration of little children who seem scarcely 
t© have enough intelligence to contribute 
im the slightest way to the welfare of the 
family. And yet they dé so contribute. 

Tt ig not at all a strange sight to see a 
Uttle girl of 7 years of age taking the entire 
sharge of a baby of 2 years of age. In fact, 
. the@e little mothers of the tenements are so 
common they attract no attention either 
from their associates or from the charitable 
_ Visitors. The interior courts of the tenement

In many ca@wes the illness of a little boy or 
girl means much for the household. Where 
& child has been making flowers or sewing on 
the lintnes of coats, or watch ing the maca- 
foni ladders, and is sudden!y taken ill it may 
mean a great deal for the teacher of the fam- 
ly. When Rosie, or Rache!, or Feiga, or 
Hersch is suddenly taken il! !t may mean a 
sad interference with the family income. 

Fort instance, I called today at the pitiful 
home of Rachel Aultman in Cannon street. 
This little girl of 14 was sick in bed. She 
SOmpiained that her head hurt her, and I 
don't wonder, because there could scarcely 
be a more unpleasant domicile than that of 
Rachel! on the top floor of a terrible tenement 
building. 

The windows were all kept tightly closed, 
because the mother of the household was 
Sfraid the little baby would fall out. There

OUSTS PROPOSER 
OF MORE HANGINGS 


Engineers’ Union Expels Ald. 
Herlihy for Urging Death 
Penalty for Assaults 
on Women. 


HE IS CALLED A DESERTER 


Labor’s Principles Declared Op- 
posed to Capital Punish- 
ment; Hospitals Pre- 
ferred. 


» Ald, Daniel Herlihy of the Twerty-eighth 
ward was a member in good standing of the 
steam engineers’ union until last night. 

Now he is an outcast from that labor or- 
ganization, and for a etrange reason. He 
was expelled from the union because a few 
weeks ago he introduced into the city council? 
@ resolution calling upon the state legisla- 
ture to make assaults upon women and giris 
punishable by death. 

The union, through the medium of a series 
of sharp resolutions, ‘‘ deplored the outrages 
upon women and children,” but declared that 
ingane asylums and hospitals are the proper 
places for the weak minded persons who com- 
mit such assaults. 

The meeting was held in the union's hall 
in La Salle street. 


Sequel of Many Assaults. 
When Ald. Herlihy, at one of the last coun- 


cll meetings before summer adjournment, in- 


troduced the resolution seeking capital pun- 
lishment, he did not dream it would lead to 
his expulsion from his union. His action 
followed the many brutal attacks on women 
reported throughout the spring. 

Herlihy was praised by some of his col- 
leagues in the council and by many of the 
anti-crime crusaders in town. 

Nothing was done with the resolution ex- 
cept to refer it to the sate legislation com- 
mittee where it now reposes. Herlihy was 
reWarded by newspaper pictures and by a 
general flood of discussion pro and con. 

His expulsion last night was unexpected. 
The resolution providing for it was intro- 
duced by Arthur McCracken, secretary of 
the union, and was adopted unanimously 
after a spirited discussion in. which the 
offending alderman was berated roundly as 
a traitor to the trades union movement. 


Basis of the Resolution. 

The resolution follows: 

Whereas, The labor movement, from its birth, 
has stood for the highest ideals of humanity, and 

Whereas, One of the foremost ideal4 of man- 
kind is to soften and huménize the human race 
until liberty, equality, and fraternity are woven 
into the warp and woof of our daily lives, and 

Whereas, A member of this organization, re- 
cently elected to the city council from the Twenty- 
eighth ward of this city, has, either ignorantly or 
deflantly of the whole spirit of the trade union 
movement, introduced into the city council reso- 
lutions requesting the extension of capital pun- 
ishment, and 

Whereas, The forces working for the uplifting of 
humanity, the world over, are unanimously artayed 
against this form of brutality; and 

Whereas, The working people themselves (except 
in rare instances) are the only victims of capital 
punishment, and 

Whereas, That while we deplore the outrages on 
women and children, which were given as an 
excuse for the introduction of said resolutions in 
the city council, stilk we insist that insane asylums 
and hospitals are the proper and only places for the 
weak minded creatures who commit them—any 
other position will be a reflection on the innate 
virtue of the human race. 


Alderman Is Ousted. 

Resolved, That local union No. 8, International 
Union of Steam Engineers, do now purge itself 
of any and all responsibility for said resolutions 
by expelling Daniel Herlihy from membership 
in this organization. 

Resolved, That we call upon the civilized and 
humane citizens of the Twenty-eighth ward to re- 
pudiate the inhuman and cowardly sentiments 
of their representative in the Chicago city council. 

Resolved. That a copy of these resolutions be 
forwarded to the Chicago Federation of Labor 
and that body requested to endorse the same. 

Called False to Unionism. . 

McCracken spoke at length in support of 
his resolution, winning ‘‘ hearty applause” 
from the assembled engineers. 

‘“ Herlihy has proved false to the princi- 
ples of trade unionism.” he said. “ By his 
introduction of tne resolution he showed 
that he no longer was in touch with labor. 
He has taken a stand that union men.can- 
not approve. 

‘‘ Now I want to know what right he has to 
sit in the city council, pretending to be a rep- 
resentative of labor. He is a deserter, and 
should be branded ag such. It should be made 
known through the city that the union men 
do not regard him as one of their number, 
that they have washed their hands of him and 
his kind.”’ 

As a further suggestion, McCracken wants 
Herlihy humbled before the federation of 
labor. 

“Let us bring the matter up before the 
central body, “ Let us show Her'll- 
hy up in his true light. Let us get the ap- 
proval of the federation that the alderman 
may be a warning to others who desert the 
principles of unionism and still try to sail 
under its colors.” 

The argument was one sided, though lively, 
and the resolutions were adopted with a

Collins Fails to Suppress Open 
Handbooks in Chicago. 


ANYBODY CAN PLACE MONEY. 


Eight Downtown Resorts Easily Found 
by ‘*‘The Tribune.” 


Among other things left for the chief of 
police to accomplish during his second year 
of service, on which he is now entering, is 
the suppression of gambling in the business 


district. } 

The chief believes there is no open gambling 
in Chicago, but reporters for THs TRIBUND 
yesterday found plenty of it. 

It was on Monday that the chief sald: 

“ The First ward was never cleaner. There 
is no open gambling. I had my men out 
today and: they couldn’t place a bet any- 
where.”’ ' 

Betting Is Open; However. 

It was not, however, difficult to find eight 
places in the downtown district where inves- 
tigators either placed bets or saw gambling. 
Early in the afternoon a visit was made to 
Ed Wahl'’s saloon, 1238 Wabash avenue. Im- 
mediately inside of the front door a pile of 
racing forms was seen. At the first table 
behind the screen was seated the bookmaker 
and an assistant. Believing that the stran- 
gers might not know that bets could be 
made there, the bookmaker took a pencil 
from his pocket, placed it behind his ear, and 
held a “ dope’”’ sheet up in his hands invit- 
ingly. 

A man stepped up to him and askedif he 
“could place a piece of money.” 

“What on?” asked the bookmaker, taking 
his pad from his pocket. 

‘Dalvey in the second at Brighton,” re- 
plied the man who put a $2 bill in the book- 
maker's hand. 

‘Just give me your name. We're not giv- 
ing any tickets now because it would be too 
open, It’s all right though, no trouble at 
all,”’ and the transaction was closed. 

Other persons who had money which they 
wished to place found no difficulty in doing so 
at Wahl’s place. 

Confident at Harry Smith’s. 

At Harry Smith's buffet, 56 State street, 
the bookmaking was as wide open and as 
prosperous as at Wahl’s. Most of the drinks 
sold in the place were to the patrons of the 
hand book at the cigar stand. 

“Got something good today?’’ demanded 
the barkeeper as soon as he spied a racing 
form in the hands of the investigator. 

The latter assured him he “ had nothing 
good,” but he was ready to receive any and 
all information that might be vouchsafed tq 
him. 

“Hum. You can't tell,’ 
er. “ Yesterday I played a tip 
graphed in to me, and I lost $25 on it. The 
man over there lost $250 on it, but he isa 
dead game sport and you can find him going 
at the game again today.” 

The bookmaker accepted all bets offered. 


Bookmakers Busy Elsewhere. 

At Sim Wineman’s buffet, 98 Randolph 
street, a bookmaker was equally busy. He 
conversed with *his patrons regarding the 
odds, the condition ofthe various tracks, and 
the possibilities of “‘ making 4 haul. “

**Got anything good for today?” inquired 
the friendly bartender. 

“Nope; see Tod Sloan and some.of the 
other dopesters pick Victoria B. for the third 
at Brighton. What do you think of it?’ 

After three “ cappers ”’ secretly had “ tout- 
ed’ Laura A., $1 was placed on the other 
horse “‘on a gentleman's word,” no tickets 
being given. 

On a higher intellectual plane is the hand- 
book operated at the Olympia, Simon Tuck- 
horn’s café. Incidentally it isa higher priced 
book; nothing less than a $2 bet being re 
ceived. 

Tailors Busy as Bookmakers. 

There was no difficulty experienced in 
placing bets on the races In Louis Jacobs’ 
hand book room in the Omaha building, 134 
Van Buren street. Jacobs and a brother are 
proprietors of a tailor shop in noom 2068. 
Although ostensibly a tailoring establish- 
ment, the principal business appeared to be 
bookmaking. 

A reporter for Tup Trinunez placed a bet 
with Jacobs on the sixth race at Fort Erie, 
playing $1 on Factotum to win. Everything 
was open, the only precaution being that no 
receipt tickets were given. 

On Jacobs’ desk were scattered a confusion 
of “racing forms,” “dope sheets,"" and a 
collection of other printed gambling acces- 
gories. The results were received by tele- 
phone from a “ friend.’’ The telephone rang 
every few minutes and Jacobs was kept 
busy receiving results and marking up the 
winning horses. 


Hide Business in Inclosed Room. 

An inclosed front room marked “ Office,” 
hiding the betting at Jim Gleason’s saloon’ 
at 221 Dearborn street, received many mys- 
terious callera in the course of the afternoon. 
Only the friends of the place were admitted. 
Men with racing sheets went in and out, 
while the bartender kept an eye out for sus- 
picious strangers. 

The “ book’ was presided over by a cor- 
pulent individual, who now and then peeked 
out into the saloon from behind the counter. 
At the tables were men figuring on horses 
and odds. Now and then the money taker 
behind the office door was interrupted by the 
ringing of the telephone bell. 


Even Detectives Find Gambling. 

Chief Collins’ detectives, having no regard 
for their superior’s statement, arrested 
twenty-five men for gambling in two Van 
Buren street resorts during the day. At 220 
Van Buren street, Ed Lewis was arrested as 
keeper, and eighteen others were taken. At 
227, Michael Peike and five others were ar- 
rested. 

Build New Wireless Station. 

Driven out of Indiana Harbor, the gam- 
bling syndicate which is operating the City 
of Traverse is installing a wireles® tele- 
graph station with a 210 foot pole at Ninéty- 
second street and Commercial avenue. The

Thirteen Chicago men yesterday took the 
civil service examination for dog catchers. 

Four had been teamsters, one wasa former 
locomotive fireman, there was a watchman, 
a hostler, a printer, ea former policeman, a 
steam shovel worker—when he worked—-e 
laborer or two, and a sometime packer. 
Some of the applicants had been dog catch- 
ers before and liked the work. 

They were mostly middle ageg and appar- 
ently not especially ambitious for other 
work, except the printer, who told the exam- 
iner that he hoped ultimately to resume his 
trade. He was a striker. 

A dog catcher gets $75 a month and plenty 
of exercise. If he is bitten by a resisting 
canine prisoner the city pays the surgical 
fees—sometimes—but he gets no accident in- 
surance or pension. It is a hard life. 


Questions Odd; Answers Comical. 

The applicants all took their places in that 
section of the civil service office that looks 
ike a school room on account of the desks 
and chairs, which are similar to thoge in the 
sixth grade. The examiners handed them 
out a bunch of typewritten questions. Those 
relating to duties and some of the answers 
were as follows: 

QUESTION 1—State as fully as you can. when 
a dog catcher may properly capture a dog that 
he might see running at large? 

Answers. 

When the dog has been canned. 

When it is frothing at the mouth 

When it has bitten a child. 

If it looks like @ good dog.

Constentino was asked why !t was he coulé 
recall all these dates and times of day so 
easily. He replied earnestly: “ I'll tell you 


why. Frank J. Constantino bas been accused 


I have been going under that 
name and knew I might be suspected and Tt 
wanted to be able to tell fust where I had 
been and what I bad been doing, so I kept 
track of these things. I had a right” (this 
was Constantino’s expression) “to go right 
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to the police and tell them if they wanted me 
that I was in New York and ready to come 
to the front. but I did not have sense enough 
to do that.” 
Employer Convinced of Innocence. 
Antonio Sbarra, the contractor who said he 
employed Constantino at various times, re- 
turned to Poughkeepsie from New York, 
where he had been looking up evidence for 
‘Constantino. Sbarra/ says he had known 

both boys all their lives, and he insists that 
the one under arrest really is Frank and the 
murderer is Fritz, who insists om calling him- 
self Frank. 

Sbarra, while in New York, saw Louis 
Fortano of Benedello & Forliano, contrac- 
tors, 310 East One Hundred and Fourteenth 
street, and Forliano told him that the Con- 
stantino under arrest worked for him in the 
fall of 1905 up to December, when he went to 
work for the street railway company. He 
gaid the other boy left in October. 

Mamie Holt, the good looking young woman 
who worked at the place where Constantino 
boarded at Madalin, and who, it was said, 

had helped Deputy Sheriff Hoffman lure 

Constantino back, was shy about talking. 
She seemed to fear she would get mixed up 
in the case.

While officials in Poughkeepsie are certain 
‘the man under arrest is the one wantgd here, 
others who have seen the description sent 
out by the local police say it does not fit 
Constantine at all. 


Disclaims Friendship for Man. 

Mise Helen Kirsch, the “ Miss Schrieber ” 
who identified him as the slayer, is a daugh- 
ter of Louis Kirsch, a cookin Chicago. When 
her real identity was disclosed, despite the 
attempt of the police in both cities to sup- 
press it, more doubts were cast upon the 
“positive identification ’’ of the murderer. 
Friends of the girl assérted she did not 
know the man as intimately as the police 
have said, and that she was nervous and 
might easily have made a mistake between 
Constantino and Constantine. 

«iss Kirsch, who is 19 years old, comes 
of a German family that long has been 
friendly with Assistant Chief Schuettler, and 
ft was through this friendship only that the 
young woman was persuaded to make the 
long journey alone. For the last two years 
she has worked as cashier of an Italian boot- 
blacking shop at 98 Clark street. Here she 
met the murderer of Mrs..Gentry. He vis- 
ited the shop daily and chatted with the girl. 


Mother Denies Intimacy with Girl. 

Mrs. Kirsch, the girl's mother, was nervous 
ever the outcome of her daughter's trip. 
‘@he admitted her daughter had gone east 
at the request of the police, and exhibited 
-@ postal card she had received on which the 
_ girl said she was anxious to return to Chi- 
cago, as she was being “‘ bothered to death” 
te tell who she was. 

“My daughter never told me much about 
this Constantine,”’ said Mrs. Kirsch. ‘‘ She 
Mever worked on the north side. I do not 
@are to say where she was employed. Ido 
not think she knew Constantine as well as 
the police think she did. She saw himafew 
times. I wish to deny that she was a sweet- 
‘heart of the murderer.’’ The Kirsch family 
left the house in charge of a neighbor in the 
¢vening and went on the west side to remain 
with friends. 


Doctor Says She Might Be Mistaken. 


Two friends of the girl, with whom she 
talked a few hours before she took the train 


-.. for the east, are Dr. Gaetano Ronga, 115 


Ewing street, and Daniel A. Barone, a law- 
yer with an office in the Chamber of Com- 
merce building, and candidate for represent- 
ative in the Seventeenth senatorial district. 
Dr. Ronga has known the girl for years and. 
according to neighbors of the Kirsch family, 
she often said she was married to him. 

“She is a girl who might make a mistake 
in an identification like that.” said Dr. Ronga., 
“She is apt to become hysterical. 

“She told me about Constantine, but she 
never knew him as well as the police inti- 


mate.’ 
Fears Malice of Mafia. 


“TI saw Miss Kirsch two hours before she 
left,”’ said Barone. ‘“ She was not sure that 
she ought to go or could make a positive 
i@entification. I think she was afraid. Com 
stantine was a Sicilian Italian and !n that 
group there is the Mafia society. The fear 
that this society might try to revenge the 
act kept her from wanting to go.” 

The girl's identity was discovered through 
® prescription found in her room in Pough- 
keepsie, on which was written the name of 
Dr. Ronga and Carl M. Turnquist, a drug- 
gist at Twenty-fifth street and Wentworth 
avenue. The girl was known in the drug 
store. She wasseen there last Monday morn- 
sing. 

Gentry Boarder to Face Prisoner. 


George A. Scott, at one time associated 
with Mr. Gentry in’ the manufacture of nov- 
elties, and also a boarder at the Gentry home 
when the murder was committed, was locat- 
ed by Assistant Chief Schuettler, and con- 
sented to go to Poughkeepsie to make an 
attempt at identification. 

The mother of Mrs. Gentry, Mrs. Mary 
Huse of Burlington, Wis., who lived in the 
flat at 582 La Salle avenue at the time of the 
-murder, has started to Chicago, and will 
remain at the call of the police. 

Acting Governor Lawrence Y. Sherman, in 
Springfield, issued a requisition on the gov- 
ernor of New York for the return to Chicago 
of Constantine. 


JOHN MADDEN’S DIVORCED WIFE 
IS MARRIED TO CO-RESPONDENT

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TO BLOT OUT LIFE. 


Rapid Fire Execution Follows 
Wild Chase Down Chesa- 
peake Bay. 


HANG NEGRO IN A HURRY. 


Man Carried by Stealth to Island 
Pays Penalty for Crime as 
Lynchers Land. 


Baitimore, Md., July 26.—-[Special. ]—To 
foil a mob intent on lynching, Willlam Lee, 
a negro condemned to death three weeks ago 
for assault, was smuggled out of the city on 
an oyster boat, carried swiftly down Chesa- 
peake bay, and executed hurriedly on a little 
island. In the same way the body was 
brought back to the city, chased by the foiled 
would-be lynchers in a fieet of boats. 

The sequel to Lee’s crime was as dramatic 
as the deed was revolting. In the flight 
Ccown the bay with their prisoner the officers 
assigned to the execution had to force the 
Oo) eter steamer to its utmost to outdistancea 
fleet of boats crowded with men sworn to: 
burn the negro. For a time it was thought 
it would be necessary to hang the prisoner on 
the deck of the steamer in order to carry out 
the law. 


Smuggle Negro Away on Ship. 

Lee's attack on two women aroused intense 
excitement in the eastern counties of Mary- 
land, and for weeks the popular fury—was 
such that Gov. Warfield had the negro con- 
fined in the Baltimore city jail as a protec- 
tion from mob violence. As a further pre- 
caution, though it was necessary to carry 
out the sentence of the law in Somerset 
county, the scene of the crime, the exact 
place of execution was kept secret, even 
from those who were to accompany the sher- 
iff as deputies and witnesses. 

Late yesterday Sheriff Brown arrived in 
Baltimofe and the prisoner was smuggled 
on to a steamer. A gallows borrowed from 
the Baltimore county jail and a coffin were 
taken aboard. Just before the steamer 
sailed Robert H. Barnes, husband of one of 
the women, and one of the leaders of the 
Somerset county lynching party, was sworn 
in as a deputy sheriff against his wiK and 
forced to accompany the officers. He was 
promised the satisfaction of springing the 
trap. 

It was dark when the steamer left Balti- 
more. To put the lynchers off the trail « 
gallows was erected at Princess Anne in Som- 
erset county, where they had gathered. This 
promptly was torn down and burned. 

Early today the lynchers discovered the 
strategy of Sheriff Brown. Scores of them 
secured every available boat driven by steam 
and started out into the bay to intercept the 
sheriff’s steamer. 


Wild Chase Down the Bay. 

In the haze of the early morning the fleet- 
est of the lynchers’ boats sighted the vessel 
carrying the prisoner. Sheriff Brown knew 
that he had to get within the limits of Somer- 
get county to make the execution legal. He 
was prepared, however, to take a chance on 
the water and execute his prisoner on the 
steamer’s deck if necessary. This he was 
about to do, and the gallows was going upon 
the deck when Smith’s island hove in sight 
with the pursuing boats still far behind. 

When the steamer reached the isiand it 
was doubtful whether the gallows could be 
erected on land in time. Tne negro begged 
to be killed somehow before the mob arrived 
to burn him. 

The husband of the woman he had attacked 
stood aloof on the steamer’s deck and 
watched alternately the frantic work on the 
gallows on shore and the approaching boats. 
He waived his privilege of springing the 
trap, and swore that if his friends came up 
in time he would lead them ina lynching. 


Husband Urges On Pursuers. 

The negro lay manacled among the reeds 
on the shore while the deputies hurried the 
erection of the gallows. The pursuing fleet 
was now in plain sight and bending every ef- 
fort to get to land. Shouts were carried 
shoreward and there was some firing of 
pistols. Then the scaffold was complete. 
Lee lifted his head, looked at it, and 
screamed. Barnes still was on the steamer’s 
deck, shrieking to his friends to hurry. 

A half dozen deputies rushed to the negro, 
and, manaclied as he was, lifted him from 
the ground and carried him to the scaffold. 
The steps to the gallows was an iron ship's 
ladder. Up this they carried the negro. 

‘IT did it. I did it,’’ he keptcrying. ‘* For- 
give me. Don’t let them burn me.”’ 

By this time the approaching fleet, which 
seemed to include every oyster boat in Chesa- 
peake bay, was hardly more thdh a quarter 
of a mile from shore. Pistol shots rang out 
and bullets struck near the gallows. A score 
of deputies ran down 4o the shore and pre- 
pared to hold off the mob. On the steamef 
Barnes was wild with impatience, bound by 
his oath to the state, and tortured by his de- 
gire for revenge. 


. 
Law Wins by Frantic Haste. 

The first of the boats was trying to make 
a landing when the trap was sprung under 
the negro. The law had won the race. 

The men in the boats, however, were not 
done. Though defeated in their desire to 
burn the negro alive, they determined to ge- 
eure the body and burn that. But as hur- 
riedly as the negro was hanged the*body was 
cut down and carried to the steamer. As 
much of the gallows as could be taken on 
the run also was carried aboard. 

Barnes, the husband, sprang from the 
steamer as it left, and the first of his friends 
ran from the boats. 


Lose Negro; Thirst for Body. 

“Yon are too late,’’ was all he sald. 
is dead.” 

He pointed down the bay, where the steam- 
er was rushing. There was another rush 
for the boats and another chase, but the 
steamer showed its heels to the boats and 
disappeared down the bay. 

Some of the mob remained on the island 
and vented its fury on what was left of the 
scaffold 


SYRIAN LEPER UNDER GUARD; 
PRIEST PRAYS WITH HIM. 
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Baltimore Authorities Hold Man Who 
Is Cause of Much Apprehension to 
Health Boards of the East. 


Baltimore, Md., July 26.—[Special.]—George 
Rossett, the boxcar leper; is now in care of 
the Baltimore county health authorities. Drs. 
William D. Corse and John W. Harrison have 
undertaken to look after him. The leper re- 
mains in his boxcar, coming out when he 
pleases, though two officers detailed to pre- 
vent hie «scape take turns by day and night 
in guarding him. There is Httle danger of 
his trying to get away, as he is too weak. 

The Rev. Father A. Gamp, a Catholie 
oriest, visited Rossett this afternoon. The 
priest said he had no fear of contagion. Join- 
ing the leper, he prayed with him for some 
time. 

Rossett insists he can be healed if permitted 
to go to his home in Syria.

Alabama Militia Called Out to See That 
Man Condemned for Murder 
Is Not Rescued.

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OUTLAW’S BATTLE MAY COST LIFE 
OF SON AND MILITIAMAN. 


King of Cameron Dam, Wis., Puts 


Attackers to Rout After Fierce Bat- 


tle in Which Two Fall Fatally 
Wounded—Fight Rages for an 
Hour Around Fortified | Camp of 
Man Who Has Defied Authorities 
for Two Years, 


Ladysmith, Wis., July 26.—[{Special.]—John 
Dietz, the outlaw lumberman, who has held 
Cameron dam like a fort for two years, to- 
day fought and won his fifth battle with the 
authorities. ; 

This time, after a fierce fight, which it is 
believed will cost two lives,- he routed a 
sheriff and a detachment of soldiers sent by 
the governor.to capture him. One of Dietz’s 
sons is believed to have been killed, but the 
old lumberman still holds his camp, defiantly 
awaiting the next attack. 


Whole Family Enters Fight. 

As soon as Sheriff Gylland and the militla- 
men deputed to capture Dietz appeared be- 
fore the outlaw’s stronghold, Dietz, his 
wife, two sons, and one daughter came 
out armed with rifles. After the first 
volley one of the militiamen fell wounded, 
bullets having struck him in ankle, hip, and 
neck.. The fusillade was. returned by the 
militiamen, and after the smoke had cleared 
it was seen that Clarence Dietz, a son, had 
fallen. f 

After that the posse retired behind stumps 
and trees, and for over an hour the battle 
lasted. FuHy 150 shots were fired on each 
side. When it was seen that Dietz was de- 
termined not to give up, Gylland and the 
militiamen retired to Cameron dam, a half 
mile from Dietz’s cabin, and dressed the 
wounds of the soldier. Then they 4rove 
to Ladysmith, thirty-six miles distant, for 
medical attendahce and to receive further 
orders. , 

It is not expected that the militiaman will 
live, from latest reports. Dietz would allow 
no outsiders to approach the cabin after the 
battle. His son was dragged into the cabin 
after he was wounded by his mother and sis- 
ter, - while the other son and Dietz remained to 
face the sheriff and militiamen, 

Sheriff Gylland reported the fight thus: 

Battle is over. One of my men and one of Dietz’s 
men are wounded. Will return to Hayward from 
Ladysmith as soon as the wounded man is at- 
tended to 

To a newspaper correspondent who saw 
Dietz after the fight the outlaw said: 

‘My son Clarence has been shot in the 
head and I do not expect him to recover. At 
noon yesterday the sheriff and fifteen militia 
men in uniforms came to my farm in three 
squads. We were out making hay when 
they came. I rushed to the squad nearest 
the house and ordered them off the farm, 
Two of the men obeyed, but the third hid in 
the brush and opened fire on Ciarence,. My

Members of Committee Ready 
for Him When He Arrives 
in New York Aug. 30. 


GIFTS WILL PAY COST. 


N ebraskan Urges That No Funds 
from Questionable Sources 


Be Actepted. 


New York, July 26.—[Speci«l.]—Plans for 
the reception to William Jennings Bryan on 
his arrival here from a trip around the world 
were completed today. Mr. Bryan is sched- 
uled to arrive im port om Aug. 29, but he will 
go aboard a yacht and will not land until 
Aug. 30, at 4p. m.. when he will be driven up 
Broadway to Central park and back to the 
Victoria hotel. A series of receptions is to 
follow the one at Madison Square garden. 

Mr. Bryan’s first out of town trip will be 
to New Haven, and, it is said, he will speak 
from the identical spot where he was inter- 
rupted by Yale students on one occasion. 

In a letter to Alexander Troup, treasurer of 
the committee of arrangements, Mr. Bryan 
favors a popular subscription of $1 each to 
pay the expemses of the reception. He urges 
that no subscriptions over $50 be received 
and@ insists that no funds from questionable 
sources be accepted. 

Bryan’s Letter on Funds. 

“There will be some expense,” Mr, Bryan 
writes, “and the committees must see to 
it that no money is accepted from question- 
able sources; in fact, I think it would be well 
to announce that the expense would be borne 
by popular subscription, dollar subscriptions 
being preferable, but that larger subscrip- 
tions would be received up to $50, none being 
received over that. Also announce that sub- 
scriptions of $5, or more than $5, would be 
entered in a book and the names given. to 
anyone desiring them. Subscriptions of less 
than $5 would not be made Known without 
the expressed tonsent of the subscriber. 

“Say that the reception will be made as 
inexpensive as possible, and that any surplus 
over and above the expenses of the recep- 
tion will be used to print and circulate the 
speeches delivered at the reception. 

“I think the publication of the subscrip- 
tions is an important thing. The republicans 
have failed to pass any effective law in re- 
gard to campaign contributions, and this 
will be a good rebuke to them and will fore- 
shadow the adoption of sucha policy by our 
next campaign committee, 

“You can say, if you like, 
to have this plan adopted.”

The fajlure of the government to molest or 
afrest the members of the outlawed duma 
who signed the Viborg manifesto has been one 
of the inexplicable features of the situation. 
In revolutionary circles the government has 
been accused of cowardice. Premier Stoly- 
pin, in the interview he gave today, outlin- 
Ing the government’s policy in the present 
crisis, defined also its attitude toward the 
signers of the manifesto. 

The Viborg manifesto was described by the 
premier as an opera bouffe production, un- 
worthy of criticism. He laughed at the idea 

_ ‘Bat the government had not arrested the 
, Signatories of the manifesto because of fear. 
- To have done so, he declared, would have 
* Made martyrs: them in the eyes of the un- 
™ £‘ecerning and gratified their petty vanity. 
*@ © No steps, he said, would be taken against 
thé members of parliament unless they at- 
‘tempted to agitate in their own constituen- 
or elaewhere in Russia. If they did they 

Would be arrested promptly. 

Discussing the emperor’s-ukase dissolving 
Patiiament, which generally has been de- 
‘Mribed as a coup d'état, Premier Stolypin 
mid: 

“There has been no coup d’état, and noth- 
ing has been done which was not in accord- 
_ ance with the prescribed constitutional meth- 
Os. The emperor was empowered by the 
fundamental law to dissolve the duma, and 
there was no other course open to his maj- 
ty. The dufma, as a whole, was a dying 
body, and the most merciful treatment was 
its prompt dispatch, terminating its unprofit- 
able existence.”’ 


Premier Defines Czar’s Policy. 

Continuing, M. Stolypin said the emperor's 
Tecent words had shown that parliament’s 
&gfarian manifesto was the last straw which 
C@used the “‘ cadets"’ [constitutional demo- 
fats) bundlé to burst, but the whole proceed- 
ings of parliament during the last few weeks 

& rendered its closing inevitable if, the 
Smperor’s authority was still to be recog- 
Rized tn Russia. 

"Asked as to the extent the government was 
likely to go, M. Stolypin replied: 

“At the present moment three policies are 
open to the emperor and his advisers: First 
Reaction. Second—Impassivity towards the 
threatened revolution. Third—A policy of 
Mrong handed reform. 

“It is the last mentioned upon which the 
S@Mperor has resolved and upon which we 
Rave entered. A policy of reactfon is the 
furthest removed from his majesty’s wishes, 
Dut the revolutionists must be thwarted be- 
fore there can be any possibility of deciding 
on a definite basis for a stable futute. 

“I personally place implicit reliance on 
the innate patriotism and civic sense of the 
masses of the nation. I believe that the em- 
peror’s appeal! to them, backed up by con- 
Stant evidences of good faith and honest en- 
deavor on the part of his majesty’s repre- 
@entatives, will result in the extinction. or at 

"wast in the effective repression, of the an- 
&archical forces.”’ 
: - = Faith in Army Is Implicit. 
| The premier spoke even in stronger terms 
then Gen. Trepoff regarding the loyalty of 
the army. He said that Grand Duke Nicho 
‘am Nicholaievitch and all the other com- 
Manding officers vouched for the devotion of 
, 8m overwhelming proportion of the troops. 

As ito the suppression of newspapers and 
Wholesale arrests, M. Stolypin said: 

“ Arrests, expulsions, and other measures 
of administrative order are indispensable un- 
Ger the present circumstances. They doubt- 
less will be manufactured into an outcry, 
but during popular misrule of intimidation 
and menace it would be impossible te com- 
pel witnesses to appear before the regular 
courts. The newspapers suppressed were 
Purely and simply revolutionary organs. 
Whose appearance would not be counte- 
Manced in any country in the world.” 

In the course of a long conversation M. 
Stolypin discussed the vicissitudes of the 
régimes of the late Interior. Minister yon 
Plehye, ex-Interior Minister Prince Svia 
polk-Mirsky, and Count Witte. 

Sociating himself entirely from Von Plehve’s 
seals. M. Stolypin expressed the opinion that 
@& policy of benign inactivity was equally in- 
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adequate to sobve the stupendous problems 
facing Russia. 


' No Dallying with Malcontents. 


What was needed was a weil considered 
program, with the intention and will tocarry 
it out. The worst resource was dallying 
with all parties and all.politics. 

Continuing, M. Stolypin said that the in- 
structions just issued. to the governors were, 
in & sense, his estimate of the situation. He 
beliéved that strength was required, and 
not reaction; humanity, not cruelty; good 
sense, and, not hysterical promises. The 
premier had no doubt concerning the future. 

His majesty, the premier asserted, had 
expected the best from parliament. Until 
almost the last he hoped it would work in 
conjunction ‘with the government towards 
the regeneration of Russia, and he had dis- 
solved it with the utmost reluctance and 
only when it was seen that nothing useful 
could be expected from it. 


No Mercy for Political Rebels. 


M. Stolypin pointed out that the parliament 
as.a whole wags not representative of the 
country. It Included far too many profes- 
sional and amateur agitators who had no 
stake In their own constituencies or tn the 
country generally. 

In conclusion the premier said: 

“ There are two distinct movements in Rus- 
sia. The first is social and includes labor and 
agrarian problems. The second is political. 

‘The former has all our sympathy and will 
be the object of our most attentive study. 
The second will be dealt with as circum- 
stances dictate. Z 

“ Force is required im all countries to sup- 
press a revolution; but, I repeat, and cannot 
repeat too strongly, that reagtion finds no 
piace in our program and that all the re- 
forms consistent with the highest spirit of 
liberalism will be carried out when the ground 
is prepared.” 


; Rebels Rob to Get Funds. 


’ 
Illustrative of the methods by which the 


revolutionaries are obtaining funds is the 
fact that today ten armed men entered a 
jeweler's store in Tverskoe street, one of the 
principal business streets of Moscow, seized 
several thousand dollars’ worth of gems, and 
escaped. There have been no arrests. 

A daring robbery was perpetrated this 
morning on the Vistula railway, in the out- 
ekirts of Warsaw. Revolutionaries stopped 
a passenger train by pulling the emergency 
brake. After assuring the passengers that 
no harm ‘would be done them the robbers 
uncoupled the locomotive and car containing 
several boxes filled with the receipts of vari- 
ous stations. 

The gendarme in charge was killed and 
the engine driver forced to proceed to’ a 
epot where the line passes through a wood. 
At a given signal thirty armed men appeared, 
broke open the boxes, and abstracted $700 
and decamped. 


New Cause for Dissolution. 

PARIS, July 27.—According to the Jour- 
nals St. Petersburg correspondent the Rus- 
gian authorities discovered in the course of 
recent searches the existence of a gigantic 
organization for a general revolutionary 
strike in October next, the plans of which had 
been perfectly prepared. The emperor con- 
sequently decided to strike a sharp blow by 
dissolving the representative assembly and 
thus prevent parliament from becoming a 
tribune for revolutionists.

Ocean of Talk on Massacres. 


This last week has been given to the discus- 
sion of the report on the Bialystok massacre. 


| It was not enough that the three deputies sent 


to Bialystok to investigate the matter read 
long and exhaustive reports, but some forty 
men handed in their names to speak on the 
question, and each day we lisfen to six or 
seven of them. 

They do not confine themselves to the in- 
stance under discussion, nor does the presi- 
dent call them to order when they wander 
from the point. Each man goes in to de- 
scribe all he knows about similar phenom- 
ena, what instances of massacres or disor- 
ders there were in his particular locality, or 
how he personally looks on the whole matter. 
The speeches ure repetition and repetition. 
It becomes more and more evident that the 
deputy is not speaking to the assembly, but 
to those who are taking down his words for 
the papers and stenographic report. In 
other words, the duma is being used by many 
simply as a medium of propaganda, and by 
the radical parties purely as a revolutionary 
tribune. 

The substance of all these speeches is 
about the same. One can draw the follow- 
ing inferences: The Jewish revolutionary 
organizations undoubtedly have been active 
in fighting the police this last year, and they 
have not refrained from using violence. This 
is admitted and is beyond any doubt. 

But the police authorities did not take any 
steps against them; rather took their re- 
venge on the Jewish population, who were 
quite innocent of any participation in the 
anarchist organization. To start the pog- 
roms the most crude methods were used by 
the police. A document. which cannot be 
questioned is the statement of a4 responsible 
person that he saw a policeman fire his re- 
volver, dnd then shout out: ** The Jews are 
attacking! Go for the Jews!” 

This man witnessed this performance re- 
peated by the same policeman first at one 
corner and then at another. 


Duman in Absurd Position. 


Again one asks why this Bialystok affair is 

being allowed to drag on. It was delayed 
so long and from the start was presented 
in such ®& slow, tedious way that it has 
failed to make the effect one expected it to. 
There is a general complaint against wasm- 
ing so much time over the matter. “ How 
long will they continue to hold the funeral 
service?’ one deputy exclaimed. 
e One can see no plausible reason for delib- 
erating, wasting time, ‘though one must 
admit that the duma is in a rather absurd 
position and there is really nothing to doe 
but wait patiently until the government de- 
cides to grant the demand for a responsible 
parliametary ministry. 

In the demands formulated by the duma 
in answer to the thron’ speech was one 
clause protesting against the council of the 
empire, the upper chamber, in its present 
form, and demanding its reorganization or 
abolition. The council of the empire has 
been lost from view these last two months. 
It has met several times for the discussion 
of purely formal questions, such as verifi- 


Wa 


cation of elections or drawing up of the by- 
laws. 

It must be remembered that the “re- 
formed ’’ council includes one-half elected 
members, but these elected members were 
taken from the classes of society which 
gave the most conservative representatives. 
It can almost be said that the appointed 
half of the council is more liberal than the 
elected, excepting always the six members 
elected from the universities and academies. 


Council of Empire’s Role. 

Now the council of empire has come be- 
fore the public again. The duma’s first bill, 
abolishing the death penalty, was discussed 
council and ‘turned over to the com- 
mission. From the character of the speeches 
made on the bill there can be Ittle doubt 
what ite fate will be. The report is that the 
commission hag disapproved of it by a vote 
of 9 to 6 
Just a word about the bill itself. As first 
presented it read simply, “ The death pen- 
alty shall be abolished.” But at the jast 
of the discussion an amendment was carried 
which added that even such clauses in ‘the 
army and navy regulations touching on 
death penalty should be changed so as to 
abolish the death sentence. 

In its original form the bill pfobably 
would have been accepted by the council.

Social Democrats’ Position.

In an interview which the Reuter repre- 
sentative had with Gen. Trepoff the other 
Cay one reads: 

“ Gen. Trepoff is now the only obstacle im 
the path of reform. He realizes that this 
wall of steel must be kept against the ad- 
vance of revolution and disorder until the 
turbulent waters can be carried off.’’ 

One is surprised to look at Gen. Trepoff in 
this new light. He has been guarding well 
a wall which he has put up. But against 
whom has he been guarding it and by what 
methods? ie 

Government Behind Massacres. 

In spite of Gen. Trepoff’s statement that 
Prince Urusov’s disclosures were alJ lies, 
the evidence is too strong. One hesitates 
to say that a government has been guilty 
of such methods. The proof of organiza- 
tion of massacres is absolute. The tracing 
af this organization to certain persons is 
more difficult. One man is known as the 
author of many of these provocatory procla- 
mations. This same man has received nu- 
merous medals, several expressions of grat- 
itude, and other more material rewards for 
his services. Just to quote one document 
which is most damning: 

* Before the disorders in Baku the German 
consul telegraphed to St. Petersburg beg- 
ging that no demonstration be allowed in 
the streets as they would surely lead to 
bloodshed. The answer from St. Petersburg 
from Gen. Trepoff was that In case there are 
disorders, be particularly careful to protect 
the German consulate.” 

And now we are told that Gen. Trepoff is 
the only obstacle in the path of anarchy, 
and he is the man on whom we are to em 
for bringing the country out of ite presen 
state of disorganization and disorder with- 
out a general overthrowing Of all authority. 


Real Mission of Duma. 

We, who still believe that the reformers 
will hold out not only against the revolu- 
tionists but also against the reactionists, are 
disturbed by the attitude of these latter as 
much as by that of the former. 

The duma is simply a tribune for spreading 
{te ideas for-the revolutionists. They are 
willing that it go on, for they want to use 
this admirable medium as long as possible. 
That it cannot accomplish anything they 
have already decided. 

The reactionists are trying to down the 
duma, but, of course, for quite opposite rea- 
sons. When one looks at what the reaction- 
ists want to maintain the impossibility of 
such a régime as Russia has had these last 
years continuing is too apparent. 

Only Hope Lies in Reformers. 

Again, when one examines what the reyolu- 
tionists offer—and it would seem to be simple 
destruction without substituting an order 
that is at all plausible—one turns back to 
the reformers as the only hope of a truly suc- 
cessful solution. They appreciate what 
forces are working against them. They stand 
out firmly against the reaction. If they do 
not take as resolute a step as the radicals 
would wish them to, it is because they see 
no “legal” way of breaking down Trepoft’s 
wall. : 

If they would seem at times to give way 
under the pressure that is being brought to 
bear on them by the revolutionists, it is be- 
cause they do not dare risk a complete break- 
ing with the radical element for fear of 
losing what-hold they still have on them. 

Their tendency to compromise may prove 
a dangerous game. But it would seem to be 
the least dangerous of any that can now be 


played.

JIM O'LEARY ‘SELLS OUP 


HIS “SUCCESSOR” MAKING READY 
TO SEEK LICENSE. 


J. O’Brien, Horseman and Con- 
tractor, ‘*Takes Over”’ Saloon, 
While “Paddy” Smith, Brother-in- 
Law of the Gambling King of Hal- 
sted Street, “Acquires” Pool Hall— 
Erstwhile Preprietor Now Has 
“Only the Bathhouse Left.”

Wily James O'Leary, turned down witha 
bump yesterday by Mayor Dunne, imme- 
diately changed his tactics and took steps to 
secure a new. license for his saloon and gam- 
bling house at 4188 South Halsted street in 
the name of another man. This was what 
had@ been expected. His license was revoked 
on July 19. 

John J. O’ Brien, a horseman and contractor, 
living at the Transit house, was selected as 
the principal in what is said to bea “ phoney ”’ 
sale of the saloon by O’Leary. Every time 
“Jim "" gets into trouble with the police he 
“sells out’ and “ retires.’’ 

Chief Collins this morning probably will re- 
celve an application for a saloon license for 
Mr. O’Brien. It will be properly indorsed by 
Capt. Clancy of the stockyards station and 
Inspector Hunt. What he will do about it 
will depend on Mayor Dunne’s wishes. The 
mayor said yesterday, decidedly enough, that 
he would not restore the license to O’Leary, or 
to any one else. 


Plead in Vain with Dunne. 

William K. Pattison of the firm of Pattison 
& Shaw and an attorney named Gorman, 
legal representatives of O'Leary, called on 
Mayor Dunne in the afternoon. 

“Mr. O'Leary,” Mr. Pattison said, “is a 
good man. He always kept a straight saloon. 
There never were permitted any loose char- 
acters in it. He would like to get his license 
back, either in his own name or the name of 
some one elise.” 

““I can't do it, gentlemen,” the mayor said, 
pleasantly but firmly. “The license was 
revoked on the recommendation of Chief 
Collins, who evidently knew what he was 
about, and I have implicit confidence in the 
chief. Neither Mr. O’Leary nor any one 
else can have his license back when it has 
been taken away while I am mayor. This 
is final. Please tell Mr. O'Leary go.”’ 

The attorneys hastened to the stockyards 
district and acquainted “Jim ’’ with the un- 
successful petition they had made to the 
mayor. O'Leary may have anticipated the 
refusal or he may not, but he lost no time 
in resorting to the tactics familiar to saloen- 
keepers who cannot impress the authorities 
with their purity. 


Quick Sale Is Made. 

The saloon was “‘ sold ”’ in less than an hour 
to Mr. O’Brien for a ‘“‘ consideration” of 
$5,000. The pool’ and billiard hall was 
“sold” to “Paddy” Smith, O’Leary’s 
brother-in-law and his manager during 
‘*Jim’s ”’ absence—consideration not stated. 

Before the papers were signed—and they 
looked like the real thing—emissaries from 
the saloon were going up and down Halsted 
street and the Transit house, and ina short 
time they had secured the signatures of sev- 
enty-eight business men to a petition fora 
license for O’ Brien to run the O’ Leary saloon. 

The petition, before the ink was fairly dry, 
was indorsed by Capt. Clancy of the stock- 
yards station and then sent over by a trust- 
worthy committee to Inspector Hunt to se- 
cure his indorsement. 

Mr. O’Brien has a livery stable at Forty- 
second street and Emerald avenue. He takes 
considerable interest in fast horses.

SERMONS IN TENT 


Police Forbid “Evangelist” 
from Holding Meeting and 
Disappoint Crowd. . 


PASTORS FIGHT ODD CULT. 


Petition Against Mattson Is Cir- 
culated by Lake View 
Ministers. 


As a result of the protest of 200 resthense of 
Lake View to Ald. Dunn of the Twenty-fifth 
ward, police from the Sheffield avenue sta- 
tion last evening stopped a serics of tent 
meetings conducted by Carl Mattson, a Swed- 
ish evangelist, on a vacant lot near Fletcher 
and North Clark streets. The bluecoats dis- 
persed a crowd of 2,000 persons who had gath- 
ered to attend the meeting. 


_ , Objections to the meeting were led by three 


Protestant ministers of the neighborhood, 
and was caused by the strange doctrines 
preached by Mattson and his followers. Of 
these the most offensive to the clergymen 
and the residents of the neighborhood is one 
advocating a combination of “ free love ’’ and 
polygamy, which Mattson declares to be 
sanctioned by: the teachings of the bible. 


Crowds Hear Odd Doctrine. - 


Mattson has been preaching in his tent in 
Fletcher street for three weeks. Word of his 
strange doctrines, which, besides advocating 
polygamy, do away with heaven, hell, and 
the devil and declare the teachings of the 
various churches to be absolutely false, 
spread rapidly among the Swedish residents 
of the neighborhood after the first week and 
soon crowds began gathering. 

Antagonism was aroused among churches 
of the vicinity as the evengelist’s teachin 
became known. For several nights last wee 
thirty Methodists attended the meetings and 
attempted to stop the sermons with shouts of 
“Glory, hallelujah!’ and prayers for wrath 
against the speaker. Mattson, however, se- 
cured police protection, and the church people 
were checkmated for the time being. 


Carl Mattson Nuisance in Petition. 


Then three ministers—the Rey. Adolph Hult 
of the English Lutheran Church of the Més- 
siah, the Rev. Gottfried Nelson of the Swed- 
ish Trinity Lutheran church, and the Rev. P. 
Swartz of the Lake View Swedish Baptist 


residents and merchants along North Clark 
street and in the neighborhood of the tent 
meetings, and secured 200 signatures. 

The protest declares the evangelist to be a 
public muisance and a menace to the morals of 
thecity. It was presented to Ald. Dunn, who, 
accompanied by a delegation of the residents, 
held a conference with Chief Collins, and se- 
cure@ a promise that if Mattson insisted on 
continuing his meetings he should be arrested. 

In the evening two police sergeants, three 
patrolmen, and detectives in charge of Lieut. 
Daman of the Sheffield avenue station were 
detailed to stop the meetings. At the tent a 
throng of men, women, and children, chiefly 
curiosity seekers, had gathered half an hour ' 
before the time for beginning. After a long 
argument Mattson was persuaded to refrain 
from speaking, and the crowd, hooting an@ 
jeering, was dispersed. 

Old Religious Faith Preached. 

The more important of the strange doc- 
trines which Mattson and his followers, who 
call themselves “ the saints,’ are preaching 
are as follows: : 

‘There is no hell, no heaven, and no devil. 

Man, on dying, is annihilated, but will be resur- 
rected on this earth, where there is to be estab- 
lished a kingdom of ‘the saints’’ in Palestine. 

There is no prohibition of polygamy in the bible, 
and the biblical law its the only true law. 

Not a single point in the doctrines of the churches 
is in accord with the bible. 

“T have challenged all the Swedish preach- 
ers in Lake View to prove a single item of 
their doctrines,” said Mattson. “I am re 
lieving hell of its tenants and they don’t like 
that. 

Expects Annihilation at Death. 

“TY am traveling from city to city, preach- 
ing to the twelve tribes. My tent is my 
home. Yes, I expect to be annihilated when 
I die, but Christ is going to gather the tweive 
tribes back to Palestine and there an earthly 
kingdom will be founded, with the saints at 


its head. 
“We have not been making ourselves a 


nuisance here. Those people who signed the 
protest don’t even understand what I have 


been saying.” 
In self-defense Mattson has taken the sig- 


natures of 200 Swedes who have attended 
his meetings and who vouch for his char- 
acter. Before coming to Chicago the evan- 
gelist held meetings in Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, and southern Illinois. He has estab- 
lished seven congregations.

single and extremely filthy garment, wae ex- 
ceedingly inquisitive in its wanderings. The 
mother had not conceived the idea that the 
upper half of the windows might be lowered 
and the baby justias well restrained from 
the danger of precipitating iteelf,four or 
five stories down to the paved floor of the 
court. 
Atmosphere Almost Deathly. 

It was only when I took the Mberty of lower- 
ing the upper half of the windows through 
the two rooms that anything like a healthy 
atmosphere made itself apparent. How a 
little girl under such circumstances could be 
anything but deathly ill was not apparent. 

Yet that child was really the sole support 
of the entire family. She was not at work in 


a factory at that time because she had been 


humanely cared for by the New York child 
labor oommittee. But the money she was 
able to earn or'the substitute she received 
for it through charity was really all that’ 
stood between the entire family and down- 
right starvation. 

If Rachel had happened to be employed In 
a sweatshop or in a flower factory and had 
been as sick as I found her when she tossed 
on her uneasy bed today the result would 
have been nothing more or less than the sud- 
den deprivation of the only certain source 
of income of an entire family, and this would 
mean after a little while, of course, disposses- 
sion from their pitiful lodgings, and a resort 
to the cold, bloodless charity of the city.

GO TO THE PRIMARIES. 

There appear on the democratic pri- 
mary ballot in this county the names of 
eighteen candidates for five county .of- 
fices. On the republican ballot there-are 
the names of ten candidates for the same 
offices. The primary law requires the 
delegates from a delegate district to vote 
on at least the first ballot for the candi- 
date for any state, congressional, or sen- 
atorial office who has received the largest 
number of votes in the district. Thus 
the candidate for congress, for instance, 
who gets a plurality of the votes in dis-| 
tricts electing a majority of the dele- 
gates will get the nomination on the first | 
ballot. He will get it even if the dele-' 
gates belong to some organization or fac- 
tion which is opposed to him. , | 


There is no such provision-as regards | 


delegates to a county convention., They 
are not obliged to pay attention, even 
on the first ballot, to the recorded wishes 
of the voters of their respective districts. . 
It may fairly be assumed that a conven- 
tion will be influenced to some extent by’ 
a popular preference for candidates | 
when it is clearly and strongly expressed. ; 
If a heavy vote should be cast and three- 


fourths of the voters of a party should 


mark their ballots for A, the’ convention 
—or the men who controlled it—wonuld 
think twice before nominating B.- It 
would not be politically expedient to put 
up a man so many voters‘ in the party 
have said they did not want. 

The value of any primary law depends 
chiefly on the voters. An. “ideal” one 
is good for little if they do not choose to 
go to the polls. They can get excellent 
results out of an inferior, defective one 
if they will take the pains to exert them- 
selves. The new law, whatever may be 
its . deficiencies—and' both practical and 
theoretical politicians say it has many— 
gives the party voter a better opportuni- 
ty than any previous law to let the pub- 
lic ‘know their preferences as between 
rival candidates. 

If voters will not go to the primaries 
and record their views as to candidates 
they will have only themselves to blame 
if the nominations do not suit them. 
They may say that the new primary law 
is good for nothing. If that shall prove 
to be the case it will be they who have 
made it valueless. 


AFTER A CAMPAIGN FUND. 

The American Federatiun of Labor 
having gone into polities, feels that it 
must copy the methods of the old polit- 
ical parties. It must have campaign 
headquarters and, above all, a campaizn 
fund. The fund is to be used to elect 
representatives in congress and, perhaps, 
in state legislatures who are committed 
to the policies of the federation. The 
republican congressional committee has 
asked each member of the party to con- 
tribute a dollar for campaign expenses. 
President Gompers follows suit by ask- 
ing every one who belongs to the federa- 
tion to give as much. It has about 
2,000,000 members. If each of them 
were to respond there would be a 
$2,000,000 campaign fund to be expend- 
ed by men who know nothing about the 
business. 

That large sum can be spent to much 
better purpose than in promoting the 
election of men who have wandered so 
far from the paths of wisdom as to ad- 
vocate the ownership and operation cf 
railroads and telegraphs by the national 
government and the election of Supreme 
court judges by a direct vote of the peo- 
ple. If $2,000,000 were added to the 
benefit funds of the unions which belong 
to the federation of labor the unions 
would be better able to take care of their 
needy members. If the worker instead of 
handing over a dollar to President Gom- 
pers were to put it in a savings bank or 
give it to his wife he would get some 
good out of it. If it goes for “ cam- 
paign expenses” he will get none. 

The federation of labor\is hazarding 
much by abandoning its old fleld of oper- 
ations to plunge into politics. The cause 
of labor will not be aided by the conver- 
sion of the federation into a_ political 
close“ corporation devoting its energies to 
the collection and expenditure of a great 
campaign fund.

ENGLISH PATRIOTISM. 

The British idea of patriotism differs, for 
the worse, from the American idea. There 
was a meeting the other day of British sani- 
tary inspectors. One of them said he had 
made a careful inspection of English slaugh- 
ter houses and had seen things which com- 
pared unfavorably with the conditions al- 
leged to exist in the great American pack- 
ing plants. Nobody disputed the accuracy 
of the statement. Nobody asked for names 
and places. Everybody said to the speaker, 
“You are not a patriot,” and howled him 
down. 

If he had been a patriot in the English 
sense he would have thanked heaven that 
the abominable conditions alleged to exist 
in American packing houses did not and 
could not exist in England, evem though he 
was aware they did, After having piously 
rebuked the wicked Americans he might 
have gone stealthily to work to clean up the 
plants of offending Englishmen. 

The American patriot considers it his 
duty to expose evils no matter who or what 
is hurt by the exposure. He is so zealous 
for the welfare of his country that when- 
ever he discovers “a rank ulcer of sin” he 
bares it and asks the surgeon to cut jt out. 
He does not care if foreign nations are 
watching and making merry over his dis- 
closures. He hides nothing, palliates noth- 
ing, and even exaggerates the-evil so as to 
enlist recruits in the cause of reform. When 
reform has been accomplished the fact is 
“proclaimed to the world, and the world is 
inclined to believe it, for if “ those extraordi- 
nary Americans” are to be believed when 
they tell things that are against them and 
there is no necessity for doing so, they de- 
serve belief when they say they have 
mended their ways. 

The patriotism which conceals nothing 
and extenuates nothing is to be preferred. 


It inspires confidence. This country buys 
many British foodstuffs—jams, sauces, 
pickles, and potted ane tinned‘goods. Their 
use in this country is not likely to increase 
now it is understood that it is unpatriotie for 
an English: sanitary inspector to say that 
english establishments need cleaning up.

The stenatosal world sees the same sort 
of-a struggle that is going on in business 
enterprises. It is the struggle of the owners 
to train capable persons to handle their in- 
terests, to keep them abreast of the age, to 
give them every opportunity to get the new- 
est ideas, and the corresponding struggle of 
the workers to fit themselves for the posi- 
tions always awaiting those who are capa- 
ble. The careless, the indifferent, and the 
slothful' have no chance whatever in such 
‘a business house. The city of Chicago 
should have the best possible system of edu- 
cation. It has a great task before it in try- 
ing to train into useful citizenship a myriad 
of boys and girls whose foreign-born parents 
have not had the opportunities of knowing 
American-ideals. Such a task demands the 
most progressive and the widest-awake 
teachers that can be-found. .I1t ought to be 
a struggle for the survival of the fittest. To 
work toward such an ideal was one of the 
reasons for seeking to abolish “ pull” in 
school circles. To make the schoolhouse a 
great business place with workers earnest, 
faithful, intelligent, and progressive is the 
demand of the day, and nothing should be al- 
lowed to stem the tide in that direction. 

The comment of a board member upon the 
attitude of the teachers who want the sort 
of harmony mentioned is expressive: “ This 


} is an example of the attitude of the Chieago 


public school teachers toward scholarship 
and efficiency.

Chicago, July 26—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—In reading your editorial in this morn- 
ing’s paper on the subject of the Chicago 
Public library I was reminded of a change 
which should be. made.in régard to the sig- 
natures and residences of guarantors.

OWHERE has the judgment of the 
highest court of appeal of France es- 
tablishing the innocence of Maj. Al- 

‘fred Dreyfus given more profound sat- 
isfaction than at Berlin. For the-tri- 

bunal in rendering its decision took occasion 
to pronounce as a preposterous lie the story 
according to which the original “ bordereau 
bore annotations. in the handwriting of Em- 
peror William—remarks with reference to 
Dreyfus. 

The legend went on to insist that this orig- 
{ial bordereau had been stolen from the 
German embassy, and that it was restored to 
the German anrbassador, the late Prince 
Munster, after he had threatened to leave 
@rance and presented an ultimatum, witha 

romise of war. y 
P This fantastic tale, invented by the authors 
of what is now known as “‘ the Dreyfus con- 
spiracy”’ in the war department, was so 
elaborately built up, so ingeniously corrob- 
orated, and so widely circulated, the entire 
press lending itself thereto, not only in 
France but also in many foreign countries, 
that it contributed more than anything else 
to convince people of the guilt of Dreyfus. 
Particularly was this the case with the army 
and navy, where officers and mer were given 
to understand that only the danger of war 
with Germany prevented.the French govern- 
ment. from. publishing a facsimile of its al- 
leged photographic reproduction of the bor- 
dereau annotated by the emperor. 

The highest court of France now estab- 
lishes the fact that not only has this border- 
eau, said'to have been annotated by the 
kaiser, never been in existence, but that there 
has been nothing In the entire Dreyfus case 
which could have furnished the slightest pre- 
text or basis.for such an Invention. 

While the French people greatly admire the 
kaiser, they have for the last ten years 
borne him a grudge, owing to their belief in 
his connection with the Dreyfus case. Their 
own highest tribunal has unanimously 
cleared him in their eyes of any part, direct 
or indirect, in the affair, and they now feel 
that they have done him a wrong. That is 
why the judgment In the. Dreyfus case has 
been received with so much satisfaction at 
Berlin. It sets at rest now, and for all time, a 
slander to which the kaiser has been sub- 
jected without any opportunity of himeelf 
establishing its falsity. .

King Edward has at length had his way 
with the jockey club, and has accomplished 
the object for which he has been fighting for 
many years past, that is to say, the aban- 
donment of the ultra-conservative and reac- 
tionary policy of this, the premier racing or- 
ganization of the world, and the inaugura- 
tion of liberal, progressive, and enlightened 
methods in keeping with the spirit of the 
times. 

Matters were brought to a crisis some time 
ago when the king, after having his candi- 
dates repeatedly blackballed when up for 
election to the club, and arbitrary and frivo- 
lous obstructions placed in the way of his 
trainers exercising his horses on the only 
part of Newmarket Heath suitable for the 
purpose, announced his intention of removing 
his horses from Newmarket and of definitely 
withdrawing from the turf. In all of this 
the king has had not only the progressive 
Sement of the club but likewise all the 
foremost patrons of the racing world and 
owners of big racing stables as well as pop- 
wlar sentiment behind him. 

Finally, at the meeting of the club held 
about ten days ago, the reactionary party in 
the club were for the first time completely 
worsted, owing to several notable defections, 
and the result has been a vote by a large ma- 
jority for the introduction of radical re- 
forms and changes of a most sweeping 
nature. 

> 

It is expected now that in view of. the club 
having deferred to his wishes the king may 
be induced to reconsider his determination to 
retire from the turf, and to countermand 
the orders given for the disposal of his rac- 
ing stable. He had virtually decided to with- 
draw his colors from the turf ahd to merely 
content himself with breeding racehorses for 
sale at his splendid stud at Sandringham, 
which is under the direction of Lord Marcus 
Beresford. This would leave the British 
turf without any representative of a reigning 
house as an active racing man, the prince of 
Wales caring nothing for th!is form of sport. 
At the next meeting of the club a number of 
new members, long excluded and repeatedly 
pilled, will be elected.

In view of the strained relations between the 
courts of St. James and Berlin, differences 
that are notoriously fomented by courtiers 
on both sides of the channel, who think it is 
to their interest to keep the Teuton monarch 
and his English uncle apart, it is, to say the 
least, unfortunate that on the occasion of the 
kaiser’s recent visit to King Haakon the 
latter’s consort was suddenly seized with in- 
disposition which prevented her from being 
present at the entertainments given in honor 
of the emperor, who is her first cousin. 
Queen Maud Is the favorite daughter of King 
Edward, who has endeavored to humor her 
every whim, and she, in return, is absolutely 
devoted to him. It is, therefore, natural that 
she should identify herself with his likes and 
disiikes, whether of a permanent or of a 
passing nature, and people have, therefore, 
assumed ‘that she did not find it within her 
power to be civil to one whois more or less at 
odds with her father. It is probable that her 
illness may have been authentic. But her 
seizure therewith just at the time of the 
kaiser’s visit was, to say the least, an odd 
coincidence, and in court circles in Europe 
her indisposition is generally regarded as 
having been invoked to avoid being forced 
to preside at the entertainments organized in 
honor of Emperor William.

By the @eath of the old duke and prince de 
Berghes at Paris, at the age of 84 years, at- 
tention has been called to the fact that his 
brother-in-law, the completely imbecile duke 
of Talleyrand Perigord Sagan and Valencay, 
is still in the land of the living, his mind be- 
ing so far gone that he has been unable to 
realize the fact that the wife he so intensely 
abhorred has been dead since last spring. 

Like himself, the late duke de Berghes was 
a widower and weak in the upper story, and, 
like him, had married a daughter and heiress 
of that wicked Baron Selliere, who committed 
suicide when about to be placed on trial in 
Paris for having, as an army contractor, fur- 
nished to the unfortunate French soldiers of 
the war of 1870 boots with paper soles and 
overcoats and blankets of shoddy material 
that went to pieces as soon as ever they be- 
came wet, and upon which the government 
stamp of approval had been cleverly forged. 

The late duke of Berghes, like all of the 
other relatives of the Selliere duchess of Tal- 
leyrand, was constantly engaged in litigation 
with her. Indeed, there was not one of her 
kinsfolk with whom she did not quarrel, 
usually about money matters, and she still 
further distinguished herself by endeavoring 
to have her nephew, the new duke de 
Berghes, locked up in an insane asylum.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE COMMISSION SEEKING’ | 
APPLIANCE TO PREVENT RAILROAD WRECKs | 
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About to Inaugurate Searching Inquiry Into Block System and Its Ef ot 
ness in Saving Life—Expert to Be Appointed to Go to Bottom of Sub. 
| jeet—Railroads Notified to Obey Uniform Tariff Schedule Law. __ 


_ Washington, D. C., July 26.—[Special.}—Of 
greatest importance to the traveling public is 
an investigation thé interstate commerce 
commission {s about to inaugurate regarding 
the use of block signals and appliances for au- 
tomatic contro! of railwaytrains in the United 
States. In view of the fact that in eleven 
years 84,244 persons have been killed and 
555,586 have been injured in railroad acci- 
dents, it is apparent that it is high time 
the government should take more stringent 
measures to make traveling safer. 

The investigation will result In the com- 
mission submitting recommendations to con- 
gress for enactment. It will mean, perhaps, 
a transformation of the present methods for 
preserving life on trains, but In any event it 
will cause the railroads to adopt appliances 
which will insure.greater safety for passen- 
gers and employés. . 

“The time has passed,’ said a member 
of the interstate commerce commission to- 
day, “‘ when the government can permit de- 
struction of human life through failure of 
railroads to equip their trains and lines with 
devices to prevent accidents.”’ © 


Clark Is Only Expert. 


The investigation the commission is about 
to make is in accordance with a direction 
im a resolution adopted by congrese in the 
closing days of the last session. The reso- 
lution was fathered by Representative 
Mann, and, to quote-its language, the 
commission “is hereby directed to investi- 
gate and report on the use of and necessity 
for block signals and appliances for auto- 
matic control of railway trains in the United 
States.”’ 

With the single exception of BEB. E. Clark, 
a new member of the commission, who is 
a practical railroad employé, no member of 
the commission knows anything about the 
technical features of appliances in use or 
proposed for saving life on railroads. In- 
quiry is being made for a practical man, who 
has reputation, experience, and knowledge 
of the subject, and who has no interest, di- 
rect or indirect, in any railroad appliance. 

It is intended to have this man extend his 
investigation to Europe. Necessity for such 
action will be apparent when it is known 
that,. although the. United States has one- 
third more trackage than the rest of 
the world, the block system has been 
installed—and but partially at that—on only 
about 40,000 of the 210,000 miles of lines. 
om block system is universal in Great Bri- 
tain. / 


President Favors More Safety. 


President Roosevelt has recommended 
general adoption of the block system in the 
United States in two of his annual messages. 
He has called attention to the necessity for 
such legislation, and pointed out that our 
ever increasing casualty list is a matter of 
grave concern. 

The block system is supposed to prevent 
collisions by simply observing the theory that 
no train shall ever be started from any point 
on any main line track until it is known such 


point. In other words, asepace interval must 
be maintained always, and no dependence 
placed on maintenance of time intervals at 
stations. 

In absence of this knowledge of a clear line 
for a definite distance, there exist many un- 
certaintles—mistakes in reading time, fail- 
ure of timepieces, miscalculations of speed, 
neglect, sleepiness, or laziness of flagmen, 
and numberless other faults so familiar to 
those who read the casualty record. The 
biock system is supposed to cure these faults 
and prevent rear end collisions. 


—— 
System Nullifies Many Errérs.

GOOD MARKS IN AUTO TEST 


THIRTY-SIX PERFECT SCORES AT 
_ FINISH OF RELIABILITY RUN. 


Contest Over the Elgin-Aurora Course 
Proves a Surprise to the Promoters 
in the Number of Competitors Who 
Avotd Penalties — Strike Enemies 
at Addison Who Arrest Several 
Drivers and Attempt to Injure the 
Machines. 


The automobile reliability test yesterday 
over the, Elgin-Aurora course proved satis- 
factory in establishing the trust worthiness of 
autos, for thirty-six of the eighty-elx com- 
petitors finished the 104 mile course with per- 
fect scores. 

The committee in charge of the contest did 
not anticipate such a large number of in- 
failibles, and, instead of giving trophies to 
the winners in each of the four classes, as 
it had planned to do, decided last night to 
give a medal to every one of the thirty-six 
machines which made perfect scores. 

The machines—of-all grades, makes, horse 
power, and tires—began leaving the starting 
point at Michigan avenue and Hubbard court 
at 9 o'clock yesterday morning, going at one 
minute intervals.

OPEN LIST OF TEXT BOOKS 
JS PROPOSED FOR SCHOOLS,

New Suggestion Made for Solving Prob- 
lem Which Confronts the Local Board 


of Education.

The estabfahment of an: open list of text 
books from which the teachers may make 
selections to meet their especial require- 
ments is urged by a number of ‘school 
trustees as the most feasible solution of the 
text book problem. 

As outlined by school officials the “ open 
list’ system contemplates the selection of 
several text books dealing with each branch 
of study from which the teachers may make 
their own selections. Instead of selecting 
one reader for use in all the schools the 
plan is to select four or five readers and 
advise the teachers that the use of any one 
ot them will meet with the approval of the 
school board. After the reader controversy 
has been disposed of in this way a precedent 
will have been established which, {ft is ex- 
pected, will be followed by the present board 
and by succeeding boards as fast as the 
contract period for the use of the books now 
in use expires. 

It was pointed out by Trustee Louie F. 
Post that such a plan would possibly work 
great hardship upon pupils changing from 
one school to another, as the child might 
have to buy a complete new set of books at 
the new school. It was suggested by 


Trustee Post, however, that this difficulty 
could be overcome by establishing a clear- 
ing house for school books, at which pupils 
changing schools would be able to exchange 
the text books they had used at the old 
school for books required at the new school. 

Dr. Cornelia De Bey is, said to have been 
the originator of the plan, and It ts said the 
movement will receive the support of 
Trustees Kufiewski and Harding when ft is 
brought officially before the board.

The state’s case against former Circuit 
Court Clerk John A. Cooke, charged witb 
defrauding the county by stuffed pay rolls, 
was closed yesterday before Judge Smith by 
Assistant State’s Attorney Oleon. Attorney 
James Hartnett for the defense will begin 
his appeal to the. jury this morning. The 
prosecutor demanded the conviction of Mr. 
Cooke. 

“The evidence against Cooke is s0 oop- 
clusive that I challenge counsel for him to 
even discuss it,”’ Mr. Olson said. By-the de- 
posit slips he showed that for several mcnths 
twice the salary of Cooke had been deposited 
to his personal account in the Chicago Na- 
tional bank by Charles H. Bradley, his chief 
clerk. 

“This case discloses that a constitutional 
officer of the Circuit court—indeed, a part 
of that court—has used his office and its 
machinery of clerks and system of business 
to enrich himself to the extent of a fortune— 
$28,000," charged Mr. Olson,
